Feb. 2 2.—The contests over 
the offices of governor and lieutenant 
governor of Kentucky have been sim­ 
plified by an agreement entered into by 
the attorney* representing Governors 
Taylor and Beckham, Lieutenant Gov­ 
ernor Marshall, President L. EL Carter 
of the senate, and A djutant General 
John B. Castanian. 
By this agreement 
the injunction suit* filed at Georgetown 
and Louisville are to l*e consolidated 
into one suit and the trial is to be be­ 
fore Judge Emmett Field at Louisville 
next Tuesday. 
The court will be asked 
to give a speedy hearing and if there is 
an appeal the parties to the suit will 
ask for an early hearing. 
All parties agree to abide by the de­ 
cisions of the courts, and which ever 
party wins will have undisputed possea- 
eion of the office of governor. 
There is general elation in political 
circles here over the agreement bet ween 
the attorneys, as it is conceded the m at­ 
ter will now be passed to a speedy finish.
